Town says ‘no’ to 
sports pitch plan 


OUTRAGED residents 
packed out a meeting to 
show their opposition to 
plans for new football 
pitches linked to a controver¬ 
sial supermarket application. 

Representatives for town Mayor 
George Lambton presented 
proposals to Newmarket Town 
Council’s planning committee on 
Monday to turn 26 acres of land at 
Brickfield Stud, in Exning Road, 
into sports facilities. 

The new bid is linked to plans 
for a Sainsbury’s supermarket, 
cinema, restaurants and 90 new

homes on the George Lambton 
playing fields, in Fordham Road. 

Planning consultants told the 
meeting a condition of the 
supermarket application was the 
public land lost by developing the 
playing fields would be replaced 
at two sites - Newmarket College 
and Brickfield Stud. 

Original plans were for the 
second site to be on land owned 
by the Jockey Club but this fell 
through and the paddock land on 
Exning Road was chosen as an 


alternative. 

The proposals will include four 
full size pitches, car parking for 
more than 100 cars as well as 
changing rooms and toilets. 

But Newmarket Town Council 
rejected the plans after angry 
residents aired concerns the new 
pitches would increase traffic, 
noise and light pollution and 
change the character of the 
village. 

Jill Jeffery-Smith, of Cemetery 
Hill, said: “Exning is a village and 
these pitches are down the 
dividing line between Newmarket 
and Exning. 


“If they are built on then Exning 
will become a suburb of 
Newmarket.” 

Angela Shaves, another local 
resident, said: “Whilst I do 
understand the need for 
recreational facilities, I don’t 
believe the long term implications 
of the wider area have been 
considered.” 

She added: “This goes against 
everything that makes Newmarket 
special.” 

However, representatives from 
Newmarket Football Club showed

Former school 
to become a 
community hub 


A DISUSED middle 
school building is to 
be turned into a 
community hub for 
the town. 

Suffolk County Council 
has confirmed its plans to 
turn the site of Scaltback 
Middle School into a 
centre for community 
and sporting organ¬ 
isations, following a 
public consultation. 

The decision was made 
after support flooded in 
for the Elizabeth Avenue 
site’s continued use as a 
sports facility, which is 
already used by 
organisations like 
Newmarket Joggers, St 
Phillips Badminton Club 
and Newmarket Rugby 
Club. 

More than 100 people 
wrote in to the 
consultation which began 
following the county 
council’s decision to 
abolish middle schools in 
July when they changed 
from a three-tier to a two- 
tier system.

The Newmarket Sports 
Development Association 
(NSDA), which manages 
the pavilion and the 
school gymnasium at 
Scaltback, has said they 
are keen to work with the 
county council to develop 
the site for sporting and 
community use. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, 
cabinet member for 
property management at 
Suffolk County Council 
and Newmarket 

representative, said: 
“What we are doing now 
is we are going to talk to 
the community and see if 
we can get as many 
organisations as possible 
involved.” 

The response so far has 
been very positive, 
according to Cllr 
Chambers, who said all 
sorts of groups have come 
forward to ask if they can 
use an office at the site or 
a meeting room. 

She said: “There is a lot 


of work to be done still 
and we appreciate that 
but it is a golden 
opportunity to take the 
site and really make it 
work to the best 
advantage for the people 
of Newmarket.” 

Suffolk County Council 
is still in the process of 
applying for consent from 
the Secretary of State to 
dispose of the playing 
fields at the St Felix site 
but they are able to move 
ahead with the Scaltback 
site. 

Cllr Chambers added: 
“We have had all sorts of 
organisations come 
forward across the county 
to take over the old 
school sites and it creates 
a really interesting 
picture.”

their support for the plans as 
they said many players have to 
travel to Dullingham for 
training. 

Chairman John Olive said: 
“The dream I have is any child 
in Newmarket who wants to 
play football can do so and can 
walk with their parents to the 
ground.

NEW housing suggested for the 
Studlands Park area of 
Newmarket could ‘suck the 
lifeblood’ out of the town centre, 
a public meeting heard. 

Ideas were put forward for the 
town’s future at a meeting on 
Thursday, following a consultation by 
The Prince’s Foundation for Building 
Communities. One of the ideas was to 
develop the Studlands area and the 
Hatchfield Farm site. 

The organisation was commissioned 
by the county, district and town 
councils to draw up a vision for 
Newmarket for the next 20 years. 

Ben Bolgar, senior director of The 
Prince’s Foundation, said three key 
areas to focus on were linking the 
middle of the town, town centre 
revitalisation and renewing the north. 

These plans included better 
walkways and cycle paths, improved 
leisure facilities and regeneration of 
the High Street. 

Ideas were put forward to regenerate 
housing within an 800m radius of the 
rail station, but if more houses are 
needed in the district Mr Bolgar urged 
the councils to consider redeveloping 
the northern area of the town. 

However, residents hit back at plans 
for housing as they felt it would 
change the character of the town. 

Trainer John Gosden said: “The High 
Street is already suffering greatly on 
the retail front. If you go ahead 
with expanding north-east 
Newmarket then we will 
suck the remaining life 
blood out of the High 
Street.” 

Development in the 
north of the town would be

there to serve commuters to 
Cambridge, he said, and would not 
benefit the town’s current residents. 

Cllr Rachel Hood, chairwoman of 
development and planning at 
Newmarket Town Council, said: 
“Racing is the goose that laid the 
golden egg and everything needs to 
work around that. 

“In my view everyone here needs to 
be very clear there is no statement that 
growth is necessarily needed and no 
statement that out of town growth 
needs to happen. In my view and for 
many others, growth will damage the 
unique town we have got.” 

Speaking after the meeting Cllr 
Christine Pearce, who represents 
Studlands Park ward, said: ‘All I would 
say is I would like money to be put 
into Studlands to make it a nice 
environment.” 

However, she said there was no 
room for large-scale development in 
the area as it was already built up 
enough. 

Other suggestions included a 
complete revamp of The Guineas 
shopping centre which Mr 
Bolgar described as 
“down at heel”. 

Any comments made 
on the evening will be 
considered in the final 
report.

A DAUGHTER has 
criticised a telephone 
provider after a fault could 
leave her elderly parents 
without a phone line for a 
month. 

More than 15 people have 
complained to BT about loss of 
signal in Isleham, including 
Julie Mason, 34, whose elderly 
parents live in Coates Drove, in 
the village.

Julie said: “I’ve had the most 
ridiculous things said to me.

When I 
ask what the fault is, they 
won’t tell me. 

“I have been told they can’t 
do anything because it is a 
busy road but Isleham is a very 
quiet village. 

“I feel very much like they

are fobbing me off left, right 
and centre. It makes me 
wonder if they have even had 
an engineer down there to 
look.” 

Her parents live on the 
outskirts of the village and 
Julie said the lack of contact 
made her worried for their 
safety. 

The mother-of-one, who lives 
in Mildenhall, said: “I am 
having to ring a mobile and it 
is costing me a fortune just to 
see how they are. It is just 
ridiculous. 

“In this day and age with the 
way we Skype and chat online, 
for someone to be this cut off is 
unbelievable. We are just being 
fobbed off.” 

She added: “It is keeping us 
up at night. It is just a 
nightmare really.” 

However, Diane Bayliss, 
clerk for Isleham Parish 
Council, said they have not 
received any complaints, 


meaning the village might not 
be as heavily affected. 

“We had some wire stolen a 
while ago and so some people 
were offline for a long time 
then. I haven’t heard anything 
about this.” 

A spokeswoman for BT 
apologised for the delay and 
said they were working hard to 
fix the problem. 

She said: “On February 22 
engineers from Openreach 
attended the scene and found 
that an aerial cable has been 
damaged in Pound Lane. 

“We are not sure why this 
happened but a new pole and 
aerial cable are required. In 
order to work safely we have 
applied to the council to use 
temporary traffic lights. 

“We will work closely with 
the council to get the best date 
that we can.” 

She added: “Around 16 
customers have reported faults 
and we assure them that we are 
doing all we can to restore their 
service.”

RACING fans are 
waiting with bated 
breath after news 
Frankel will father a 
foal. 

The legendary race¬ 
horse has had his first 
mare tested in foal after 
beginning his stud career 
last month at Banstead 
Manor Stud, in Cheveley. 

Juddmonte Farms, 
which owns the stud 
farm near Newmarket, 
has announced the mare 
Chrysanthemum is 
pregnant following a 
visit from Frankel. 

A spokeswoman for 
Juddmonte Farms said: 
“It is very early days for 
Frankel but some of our 
stallions have an 80 per 
cent success rate so this 
could be the first of 
many. 

“He is performing as 
we would expect for a 
young, good horse. We 
are very happy with him 


at this stage.” 

She added: “It is very 
exciting, there is a lot of 
pressure on Frankel but 
of course he doesn’t 
know it.” 

The pregnancy will be 
checked at various stages 
throughout the 11-month 


gestation period and 
payment will be received 
on October 1 if the mare 
continues to be in foal. 

Frankel commands a 
fee of £125,000 for each 
mare he covers and is 
expected to earn more 
than £12m in his first 


year at the stud with 
around 100 mares on his 
stud book. 

This fee is only paid if 
a live foal is produced. 

And Frankel’s fees 
wildly outstrip those of 
the other stallions at the 
stud, with Dansili and 


Oasis Dream 

commanding £80,000 
while Bated Breath, 
Champs Elysees, Rail 
Link and Zamindar cost 
a mere £10,000 or less. 

The spokeswoman 
said she was unable to 
estimate how the new 
foal could be worth until 
it was born but said the 
figure could be 
“astronomical”. 

She said: “If it comes 
out and looks fantastic 
then who knows? 

“It obviously won’t be 
sold at the Tattersall’s 
sales in December but if 
it did go to the sales we 
could be looking at 
millions.” 

“We hope it looks like 
a son of Galileo, the 
greatest sire of all time. 
Then it would be 
astronomical.” 

Sir Henry Cecil’s 
superstar colt retired 
from racing in October 
after winning the 
Champion Stakes at 
Ascot, his 14th race.

AN MP has welcomed the Govern¬ 
ment’s announcement that Second 
World War heroes who served on 
the Arctic convoys and in Bomber 
Command will receive new 
medals. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for West Suffolk, 
noted that up to a quarter of a million 
veterans and families could be eligible for 
the awards, including many of his 
constituents. 

Families of those who had died will also 
be able to apply for the new awards in 
recognition of their loved ones’ bravery - 
and Mr Hancock urged them to do so. 

Production of the new Arctic Star medal 
and Bomber Command clasp will start this 
week. Living veterans and widows will be 
the first in line to receive the new awards 
from as early as this month. 

Winston Churchill famously singled the 
Arctic convoys out as the “most dangerous 
run of the war” and the men of Bomber 
Command faced extremely high casualty 
rates. Out of 125,000 who served, 55,000 
died. 

Mr Hancock said: “This announcement 
recognises the enormous bravery displayed 
by those who fought for our freedom in the 
Second World War. 

“This is especially true in West Suffolk 
where Bomber Command flew sorties from 
RAF Mildenhall, RAF Lakenheath and other 
airfields throughout the county. 

“Thousands of young men flew out of 
these bases; their average age was only 22. 
Nearly half would never see Suffolk again 
and we owe them a debt we can never 
repay. 

“I would encourage all eligible veterans 
and next of kin to apply for these awards.” 

Mark Francois, minister of state for 
Defence Personnel, Welfare and Veterans, 
said: ‘All those who served our country in 
Bomber Command and on the Arctic 
Convoys deserve nothing but the utmost 
respect and admiration from us. 

“That’s why I am delighted that these 
special individuals will in the next few 
weeks begin to receive the Bomber 
Command clasp and Arctic Star that they 
have so long deserved.” 


Ghostly tales set to give school pupils a jolt 


SCHOOL children can learn the 
shocking truth about the 
dangers of electricity. 

UK Power Network will use 
vivid tricks, including a 
Victorian illusion device known 
as a ghost box, to tell 
cautionary tales about the 
dangers of electricity 
substations and power lines. 

Sonya Keating, education 
adviser for UK Power Network, 


said: “This is an exciting way of 
getting the safety message 
across, using six short, real-life 
scenarios, followed by a quiz 
that could help to save their 
lives. 

“Schoolchildren have become 
more sophisticated and now 
require an exciting device that 
will engage them, capture their 
imaginations and keep them 
involved in the learning 


process. 

“Our ghost box models were 
specially made for us and, 
using an old music hall 
technique involving semi- 
silvered mirrors, give the 
impression of the ghosts’ heads 
floating in front of a street 
scene. 

“It helps them to understand 
how dangerous electricity can 
be if it’s not treated with 


respect and also recognise the 
danger signs to enable them to 
make the decisions that keep 
them safe.” 

The safety sessions will take 
place at Mildenhall Stadium, in 
Hayland Grove, near West Row, 
until Friday.

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Man admits 
growing crop 
of cannabis 


A DRUG user has been warned to 
expect a suspended prison 
sentence for what a judge described 
as a “reasonably sophisticated” 
growing operation. 

Karl Jones, 26, appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court last Thursday after pleading 
guilty to a charge of production of the class 
B drug cannabis. 

The court heard how police obtained a 
search warrant and went to Jones’s home at 
Mutford Green, in Lakenheath, to conduct a 
search in November. 

Officers found a “reasonably soph¬ 
isticated” growing operation, said Michael 
Crimp, prosecuting. 

Hydroponic cultivation equipment, 
lighting and extractor fans had been set up. 

Mr Crimp said police had seized 27 
cannabis plants and found evidence that 11 
others had recently been harvested. 

Jones was arrested and made full 
admissions about what he had been doing. 

When interviewed, Jones told police that 
he had a heavy cannabis habit and was 
growing the drug for his own use. 


Jones said he had recently harvested the 
first crop from cannabis which he had 
planted four months earlier. 

He said the growing equipment had been 
given to him by a friend. 

Mr Crimp said there was no evidence that 
Jones had been supplying cannabis to 
anyone else. 

A pre-sentence report prepared by the 
Probation Service indicated that Jones 
wanted to address his long-term cannabis 
use and had asked for help. 

Judge Rupert Overbury adjourned 
sentencing until mid March to allow an 
assessment to be prepared for a planned 
drug rehabilitation order which will involve 
Jones undergoing regular drug testing. 

The defendant was warned by Judge 
Overbury that when he returns to court he 
is likely to receive a suspended prison 
sentence, which is linked to a requirement 
to carry out unpaid community work. 

Judge Overbury said Jones would 
continue to be granted bail until his next 
court appearance. 

He was released on bail until his next 
court appearance.

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Fire union calls 
for halt to closure 

Angry members demand further talks 


FIREFIGHTERS are 
calling on bosses in 
Cambridgeshire to sus¬ 
pend plans to close 
Swaffham Bulbeck fire 
station and downgrade a 
rescue vehicle at 
Huntingdon. 

The Fire Brigades Union 
said there were too many 
“what ifs” about the plan by 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service and called for 
further talks. 

A mass rally of angry FBU 
members took place in 
Huntingdon on Monday night 
to discuss the proposals which 
were approved by the county 
fire authority earlier this 
month. 

Under the fire service plan 
the rescue vehicle based at 
Huntingdon would be reduced 
to daytime cover only. The 
Swaffham Bulbeck fire station 
would be closed and a new 
fire station built at Burwell. 

Fire chiefs believe the

scheme, which involves the 
introduction of six new rescue 
pumps costing more than £1 
million, would improve the 
service. 

Fred Brown, chairman of 
Cambridgeshire and Peter¬ 
borough Fire Authority said: 
“The decision has been taken 
by the fire authority and will 
now be implemented as fire 
service policy, as is the proper 
process. 

“I will be meeting with the 
union shortly and hope to 
address their concerns during 
that meeting.” 

But Keith Handscomb, 
regional spokesman for the 
FBU who was at the meeting, 
said: “I think whenever you 
cut the 999 response, whether 
it be firefighters or equipment 
you inevitably impact on 
public safety and that can 
cause loss of life.” 

He said the FBU believed 


the fire service plan would not 
work, but that they would be 
happy to be proved wrong. 

Mr Handscomb said: “We 
are calling on them to take 
stock and not to implement 
the changes until they have 
had further discussions with 
us.” 

Mr Handscomb said it was 
still unclear what equipment 
the new rescue pumps would 
have on them. 

He said that if the rescue 
vehicle from Cambridge was 
sent to an accident on the A14 
which the Huntingdon vehicle 
would have attended, it would 
leave the city’s historic 
architecture exposed. 

Mr Handscomb said the 
Swaffham Bulbeck station was 
the next in line if there was a 
major incident in Cambridge 
and that crewing issues there 
could be resolved. 

He said the fire service was 
a “very cheap resource”. He 
added: “It is a bit like an 
insurance policy you never 
want to use.”

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The kick that changed

Martin nearly died when a kick from a horse caved 
his skull into his brain. Four years on, he's not 
only an elite marathon runner - he says he's a 
much better man too. Feature by Alice Ryan 


B EING wheeled into 
theatre, his skull 
smashed in and his 
face a bruised and 
bloodied mess, Martin 
Gear feared he might not 
come out alive. Kicked 
twice in the head by a 
horse, he was facing life- 
threatening brain surgery. 

"When a doctor says to you 
'We've got to operate - but 
there's a chance you won't 
come out alive', it is a wake- 
up call," says Martin, with a 
wry smile. 

"The worst thing was saying 
goodbye to my wife Nicole. 
She was crying so hard she 
couldn't even speak. And all I 
could think was 'Why is this 
happening now? When I'm 
doing something good for the 
first time in my life?'..." 
Martin's head injury took 
lace just two weeks before 
e was due to run the 2009 
London Marathon. He'd been 
in training for months and was 
using the race as a goal - a 
target for turning his life 
around. 

"I'd never made anything of 
myself," explains the 30-year- 
old, who lives in Newmarket. 
"I didn't want to know at 
school: I didn't do my 
academic work, I didn't even 
play sport. I just drifted, really. 

"Living in Newmarket, and 
having been brought up with 


horses, I naturally went into 
horse racing when I left 
school. I was a typical stable 
lad: my weekends were spent 
boozing and I gambled too - 
I'd gamble almost all my 
wages. 

"It's embarrassing to say 
this, but things really came to 
a head when I gambled - and 
lost - our holiday money. We 
were going to Egypt the next 
day and I took £900 down to 
town to change it up. But I 
ended up going into the 
bookies instead. I'd lost the 
lot in an hour. 

"I came home, told Nicole 
and she went mad. I broke 
down in tears: I knew I had a 
problem. And I knew I had to 
change. 

"I decided the first thing to 
do was get fit. So I joined 
Newmarket Joggers and 
started running. I can still 
remember coming in and 
saying to Nicole 'Wow! I've 
run a mile...', which seems 
really funny now. 

"I realised I liked running 
and I was also quite good at 
it: it gave me a focus." 

The day after competing in 
his first half-marathon - which 
he completed in a very 
respectable one hour and 22 
minutes - Martin was going 
about his usual business at 
work when he spotted a loose 
tail string on a horse's rug. 

"I was sweeping outside his 


door when I saw it. It was a 
horse I knew well, so I didn't 
think anything of it: he was 
eating, I went in, I stood 
beside him and moved to sort 
out the tail string. 

"That was it: bang, bang. 

He kicked me twice, right in 
the forehead. All I can 
remember is lying on the floor 
of the stable screaming, then 
saying to the ambulance men 
'But I'm supposed to be 
running the marathon in two 
weeks'..." 

Rushed to Addenbrooke's, 
Martin's wounds were bathed 
and stitched and, at first, it 
appeared the damage was 
pretty superficial. But scans 
revealed his forehead had 
split in two and caved inwards 
- leaving both bone fragments 
and air pockets in his brain. 

"As I was breathing, the skin 
on my forehead was going in 
and out," recalls Martin. "It 
was after the scan they told us 
an operation was the only 
option." 

Undergoing seven and a 
half hours of surgery, Martin's 
forehead was cut away, the 
bone fragments and air 
removed, and his forehead 
reassembled using a series of 
nuts and bolts. His nose was 
also reconstructed and 
packed with wadding. 

"When I came out I looked 
a real sight: I had all this stuff 
in my nose, a tube coming

out of the top of my 
head... And they'd had to 
peel back my skin, cutting 
from temple to temple 
along my hairline. So I 
had all these stitches." 

Looking at a sheaf of 
photographs, showing his 
face just before and after 
the op, Martin explains he 
was so frail after the 
surgery he couldn't walk, 
dress or bathe unaided - 
and even needed help to 
eat. 

"The nerves in my brain 
got disturbed when they 
did the surgery, and it 
takes time for everything 
to settle down. I couldn't 
even get a spoonful of 
custard to my mouth to 
start with; I just couldn't 
make my hand and arm 
move properly. 

"But I knew, even then, 
that I was one of the lucky 
ones. There was a lad in 
the opposite bed who'd 
literally lost half his head 
in a car crash. It took him 
10 minutes just to lean 
forward and touch a piece 
of fruit. But every morning 
he'd slowly move his 
hand to his mouth and 
pull the corners into a 
smile for me." 

Being super-fit when he 
went into surgery meant 
Martin made a remarkably 
quick recovery: within 12 
days, he was at home. In 
a matter of weeks, he was 
back at work. 

"The accident 
happened in the March 
and we were getting 
married in the August," he 
adds. "I stood up at the 
wedding and said 'Thank 
you all for being here... 
because I nearly wasn't'." 

Martin credits Nicole 
with 'getting me through'. 
"She's an amazing lady. 
We met when I was DJ- 
ing at a club in town. She 
came up to request a 
song. I said 'Write it down 
and, while you're at it, 
write down your number 
too'. Three years later we 
were married; we've been 
together seven now. She's 
seen me through it all." 

Martin says he emerged 
from the brain injury a 
changed man. "I had a bit 
of a temper before: I was 
an angry person. I 
couldn't have sat here like 
this and just chatted. I 
couldn't care less about 
anything, to be quite 
honest.

"Going through all that 
made me appreciate my 
life; appreciate every 
day." 

Deciding he couldn't 
stay a stable lad forever, 
Martin changed careers - 
and landed his dream job 
as a Newmarket 
heathman. Tending a large 
section of the town's 
famous heathland, doing 
everything from grass 
mowing to mending 
fences, he says it's 'a job I 
genuinely enjoy: a job for 
life'. 

And Martin hadn't given 
up on his ambition to run 
the London Marathon: if 
anything, he was more 
determined than ever. 

"I started training again 
in the January of 2010, 
but I got an awful stomach 
ache... It turned out to be 
appendicitis." Another 
emergency operation 
followed - the appendix 
had been on the verge of 
rupture - but still Martin 
remained undeterred. 

Running in aid of 
Racing Welfare, the 
charity which had offered 
him support in the wake 
of the accident, Martin 
finally made it round the 
London Marathon course 
in the April of 2010, little 
over a year after brain 
surgery. "I cried when I 
crossed that finish line. It 
felt like such an 
achievement." 

And Martin wasn't 
stopping there. He ran 
two marathons in 2011 - 
London and Disney 
Florida - and another, 
Brighton, last year. "I 
realised I was getting quite 
good, and I knew if I 
could run Brighton in 
under three hours and 
15 minutes, I'd 
automatically get a 
place as an elite 
runner for this 
year's London 
Marathon. 

"I did it in two 
hours and 53 minutes, 
coming 28th out of

14,000. That was such a 
buzz." 

Setting himself a target 
of two hours 45 minutes 
for this year's London 
Marathon, which takes 
place in April, Martin is 
part-way through a 
hardcore training 
schedule: "Between mid- 
December and yesterday, 
March 1, I'd clocked up 
550 training miles - and 
I'll be doing another 300 
before the race. 

"That's the beauty of 
running: you know if you 
work really hard, give it 
everything, you'll get the 
results." 

To date, Martin has 
raised an incredible 
£6,500 in sponsorship, 
supporting a whole range 
of charities, including 
Macmillan, Marie Curie, 
Great Ormond Street and 
Children With Cancer. 

This year he's raising cash 
for St Nicholas' Hospice in 
Bury. 

Recently winning the 
Future Champion of 
Newmarket award, in 
recognition of his 
fundraising efforts, Martin 
is both well-known and 
well-respected in the 
town. 

"When I look back, I 
am proud of how far I've 
come. I've got a great 
wife, a great job, a sport I 
love... I've got a great life. 

"I see kids hanging 
about on the street 
sometimes and think 'I 
wish I could tell you what 
I know: 'Life's too short to 
waste, so knuckle down 
and make something of 
yourself'. 

"But I'm living proof 
that it's never too late to 
make a change. 

"I've had a lot of help 
along the way, but I had 
to want to do it: you can't 
help people who won't 
help themselves. 

"I've been through a lot 
- but I'm stronger for it. I 
genuinely think it's made 
me a better man."

The big film 


OZ THE GREAT AND POWERFUL 
certificate PG, 2h10m 


MADE in 1939 for the staggering sum of 
$3.7m dollars, The Wizard Of Oz failed to 
cast a spell over audiences on its initial 
release. 

But more than 70 years later, Victor 
Fleming’s fantastical yarn is one of the most 
beloved family films in the cinematic 
pantheon and a staple of the Christmas 
television schedules. 

In 1985 Disney revived the iconic character 
of Dorothy Gale in Return To Oz, based on 
two novels by Frank L Baum. But like it 
predecessor, the unofficial sequel failed to 
curry favour with audiences. 

Now director Sam Raimi, who propelled the 
Spider-Man trilogy to dizzy heights, has the 
unenviable task of helming this lavish prequel 
which chronicles the arrival of the 
eponymous wizard in Oz. 

In an affectionate nod to the 1939 film, Oz 
The Great And Powerful opens in black and 
white and flushes the screen with vibrant 
colour once the story moves to the magical 



realm of flying monkeys and munchkins. 
Small-time circus magician Oscar Diggs 
(James Franco) is booed off stage in 1905 
Kansas and finds himself in hot water with 
the resident strongman. Bidding a hasty 
farewell to his sweetheart Annie (Michelle 
Williams), who is poised to marry another 
man, Oscar escapes in a hot air balloon. 


The canopy is sucked into an approaching 
tornado and Oscar crash-lands in a 
wondrous realm where ancient prophecy 
decrees that a wizard will fall from the sky 
and reign benevolently over Oz. 

Beautiful witch Theodora (Mila Kunis) 
accompanies Oscar to the Emerald City, 
where her sister Evanora (Rachel Weisz) and 


the other denizens live in fear of the wicked 
witch Glinda (Michelle Williams). 

Oz The Great And Powerful is a visual treat - 
especially in eye-popping 3D - and it’s 
evident that most of the $200m dollar budget 
has been lavished on digital effects. 

The film follows the template of the recent 
re-imaging of Alice In Wonderland, 
bombarding our retinas with outlandish set 
pieces.Some of the visual trickery isn’t as 
slick as it should be and the copious special 
effects come at the expense of plot and 
characterisation. 

Mitchell Kapner and David Lindsay-Abaire’s 
script boasts a few snappy one-liners but it’s 
perilously flimsy and the 130-minute running 
time is unwieldy. 

Warmth and charm have almost been 
sucked dry from this incarnation of Oz and 
performances are muted, especially Franco, 
who bumbles through his scenes as if he is 
making up dialogue on the spot. 

Margaret Hamilton was far more terrifying as 
the green-hued Wicked Witch back in 1939 
than anything Raimi conjures from his cast 
here.
